A. Authority to whom to be sent: 

The Owner, Agent, Manager or Mining Engineer shall submit t» the (i) Controller " General, Indian Bureau 
of Mines, Nagpur, (ii) the concerned Controller of Mines and the Regional Controller of Mines as notified from time 
to time under Rule 62 of Mineral Conservation and Development Rules, 1988 and (iii) the State Government con¬ 
cerned: 

(a) Monthly return in Form-F 

(b) Annual return in Form-G. and 

(c) Annual return in Form-H 

B. Time Schedule: 

1. Monthly Returns in Form-F : Before 15th day of every month in respoct of preceding month. 

2. Annual Return in Form -G: Before 1st July each year for the preceding financial year in respect of mines using 
explos : ves. 

3. Annual Return in Form-H: Before 1st July each year for the preceding financial year. 

C. General Instructions: 

l. Do not leave any column blank. In case information is ‘Nil’ in respect of any item(s) or certain item(s) arc 
Not appl'cable” the same should be indicated against nil such items. Dor any clarification/ instructions, -consult 
the Controller Genewl, tndten Bureau of Mines, Nagpur. 
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2. If more than one mineral is produced from the same mine, indicate the ncaxs cf all the mnevftls oroduced. 

3. The return is to be submitted even dur ng tire period of d : scontinuance, furnishing necessary information 
inclusive of “Nil’ information.

D. Lease Details:
